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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to Applicants response to restriction requirement filed 2-07- 
03. Claims 1-18 are pending in this application. 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-5 in Paper No. 8 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the claims of Groups II through V 
are all directed at methods of use, particularly in treating a disorder with hesperitin 
compounds and because even if the claims of Group I are independent and patentably 
distinct from the claims of Groups ll-V, Applicants submit that the subject matter of 
Groups I through V are so closely related that division of the claims into separate 
groups would result in duplication of effort by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. 
This is not found persuasive because each group in the restriction requirement 
represents a discrete invention. Group I differs from Groups ll-V because Group I is 
drawn to compounds and a composition while Groups ll-V are drawn to methods of use. 
Groups II, II, IV, and V differ from each other because each Group is drawn to a 
different method of use. Accordingly, the unity of invention is considered to be lacking 
and restriction of the invention in accordance with the rules of unity of invention is 
considered to be proper. Further, the Examiner must perform an online database 
search as well as a paper literature search. Not to restrict the invention would constitute 
an undue burden on the examiner. 

Election/Restrictions 

Upon further consideration, further restriction of Group I, claims 1-5, is required. 
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Due to the widely divergent meanings of variables R and R1 , a precise listing of 
inventive groups cannot be made. The following groups are exemplary: 

Group I claims 1 and 4, drawn to compounds wherein R is -H- and R1 is a 
phosphate group classified in class 549 and subclass 21 6+. 

Group II claims 1 and 4 drawn to compounds wherein R is a sulfuric acid group 
and R1 is -H-, classified in class 549 and subclass 356+. 

Group III claims 2. 3, and 5 drawn to compounds wherein R is a palmitate group 
and R1 is -H-, classified in class 549, and subclass 381 +. 

Group IV claims 2, 3, and 5 drawn to compounds wherein R is -H- group and R1 
is a stearate group, classified in class 549, and subclass 381 +. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. Again, this list is not 
exhaustive as it would be impossible under the time constraints due to the sheer volume 
of subject matter instantly claimed. Therefore. Applicant may choose to elect a single 
invention by identifying another specific embodiment not listed in the exemplary groups 
of the invention and examiner will endeavor to group the same. 

Upon the election of one of the above groups, a generic concept inclusive of the 
elected group will be identified for examination.
